DETAILED ACTION 

The status request filed on 4/17/2006 is noted. Claims 1, 3-9, and 11-18 remain 
for examination. 

Remarks 

The examiner has with-drawn all grounds of rejections on claims 1 , 3, 5, 8, 9 and 
1 1 upon reviewing applicant's arguments in the Appeal Brief and the Reply Brief. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 3, line 3, replace "f with ~ g ~. 
Claim 4, line 2, replace "f with - - g ~. 
Claim 4, line 6, replace "g" with ~ h ~. 

Applicant's insertion of step (f) in claim 1 in an amendment filed on 3/9/1998 
without updating the step sequences of dependent claims 3 and 4 creates 
inconsistencies. This examiner is necessitated to correct minor typos in the claim 
sequences. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-9 and 11-18 are allowed. 
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Art Unit: 2887 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art discloses the claimed means for illuminating light having the 
characteristics as recited in claim 4. The prior art fails to disclose a transaction unit 
having the means for preventing one from changing the entered transaction [billing] 
amount in the manner as recited in claim 6. The prior art also fails to disclose the 
claimed method of disabling the wireless modem, the alternate messages, etc. as 
recited in claims 1 2-1 8. The prior art also fails to disclose the limitations of claims 1 , 3, 
5, 8, 9 and 11.
